The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: reference numbers s35, s42, s44, and s45 in figure 19B. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or.a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mault et al. US Patent Number 6,513,532 (hereinafter Mault), which includes Mault 
US Patent Number 6,478,736 (hereinafter Mault 736). 

Claims 1-20 have been rejected on substantially the same basis. Regarding non- 
amended claims and/or amendments not based on-the applied prior art, see previous 
Office Action for details of the rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 02/07/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the prior art fails to teach or suggest, "urging the user 
to do an exercise by referring to the behavior rule." The examiner disagrees. 
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First in response to applicant's arguments tliat: "a message generation unit 
configured to generate a message to urge the user to do an exercise . . a recitation in 
of intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is configured to perform the intended 
use, then it meets the claim. 

However, even if the recitation is positively recited it is still rejected because the 
prior art reference specifically discloses the aforementioned limitation. In column 11, 
lines 36-55, of Mault 736, the prior art states: "based on the user's demographic data 
(age, gender), weight, and previous levels of activity, an exercise program can be 
devised for the user, " The disclosure is sufficient to reject the claimed invention.
